While \ji\ie Is awaiting trial for 
murder the trnfiedy Is spoken of at 
Winlorhavon only In hushed tones, 
behind this caution Is bitterness -bli^ 
terness that harks back to hootleRBlns, 
lo controversies on law and order and 
'o the shoothiK. .Mr. Partln's death Is 
the first fatality that has come from 
the vice oxposttres. His friends and 
those of I.dike want It to be the last.

The feud which ed to the slaying of 
Mr. Partln developed months ago. It 
appeared from testimony introduced at 
the Inquest and from the statements of 
friends of hoth men. 

Last fall Mr. Partln repeatedly com- 
plained to the Imperial county sheriff's 
ofilce that Lake, whose pool hall Is but 
a few feet from the Partln home, was 
running a dlareputable place', that 
bootlegging was being carried on, and 
that the establishment should be 
closed.

after Mr. Partln waa given a deputy 
sheriff's badge, with Instruction to ar- 
rest any violators of the law in Win- 
terhaven. Hot words are said to have 
passed between thtftWo^wh"^ Mr. Par- 
tln complained of the noise late at 
niRht In the pool hall. 

The feud gradually extended to the 
friends of the two men, It Is asserted, 
until the community was divided by It. 

Witnesses at the coroner's Inquest 
icgtlfled that Lake had frequently 
made threats to "get" Mr. Partln. 
Three HhoU Flml. 
'I'he morning of the shooting Mr. 
Partln was walking from his house to 
1 hardware store, half a block from 
Ills home. ' 

As he neared the corner Lake came 
along the other side of the building. 
They met at the comer. It is said Mr. 
I'iirtln was without a gun. Three shots 
were fired. Witnesses state that Mr. 
I'arthi, after the first shot, whirled and 
started to run. The kecond or third 
shot struck hini In the back, passing 
through his body. The bullet waa 
found between the clothing and the 
flesh. 

.Vo witnesses saw both men at the

were In a position to sec only one of 
them.
